Tien Tsin, Wednesday, June 13: The international expedition is now at 


Lang Fang, half way to Pekin. The troops found the station destroyed and 
200 yards of track torn up. 


Approaching the station they found the Boxers stil carrying on the de- 


struction. The latter bolted into the village at the approach of the advance 
party. 


A shell from a six-pounder was dropped into the vilage and the Boxers 


fled up the line. 


Above the station a small party was discovered engaged in tearing up the 


track, but a few long-range shots drove them. 


A patrol returned this morning and reports a mile and a quarter of track 


has been destroyed. 


The expedition will remain for the present at Lang Fang. 
A Courier this morning from Pekin and Lang Fang brought a letter from 


the American legation stating that General Tung Fuh Slang intends to op- 
pose the entrance of the foreign troops into Pekin. 


Ten thousand troops are guarding the south Gate. 
The Courier reports there are upwards oi' 2000 Boxers said to be in the im-

Change of Front 


Definite official information was re- 


ceived in Washington yesterday after- 
noon from the foreign office of one of 
the most important continental pow- 
ers, stating that the taung-H-yamen 


had notified the ministers of that power 
at Pekin that the dowager empress 
would not object to the presence of 
foreign troops in China's territory. 
Vague unofficial rumors to this effect 
had ben current, but the information 
received yesterday was from such high 
official source as to leave no doubt that 
the empress dowager, who practically 
constitutes the government of China, 
had made known this determination 
not to object to the presence of the 
foreign troops. This change of front 
came as a distinct surprise to officials 
and diplomats, as all the reports up to 
this time had pictured the empress 
dowager as intensely hostile to the 
foreigners, and as the real spirit be- 
hind the boxers' anti-foreign uprising. 
This suppose attitude of the empress 
gave much concern to the authorities 
in Washington and at other capitals, as 
it was feared it would eventuate in an 
open declaration by the government of 
China. This would have raised a new 
complication, placing the foreign forces 
now advancing on Pekin in the atti- 
tude of resisting the sovereign author- 
ity of China over her own territory, 
instead of assisting China In a sup- 
pression of disorder. The empress dow-

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CHAMPION ARRESTED 


Supposed Murderer of Goodwin 


Family and Wife Found 


at Milford 


' Boston, June 14.—A train from South 
SYamlngihajn arriving1 In this city last 
«tght brought George Champion, who 
has been hunted all through New 
England during the past three days, and 
his •wife, as prisoners In the custody of 
Inspectors McCausland and Collins of 
tfoe Boston bureau of criminal investi- 
gation. The arrest was effected at Mil- 
ford last evening, with the assist- 
ance of Deputy Sheriffs Jenkins and 
Snell of that town, in leas than two hours 
after the couple had engaged lodgings 
at the house of Mrs. Pierce. 


In anticipation of their arrival, and 


with the hope of catching a glimpse of 
the supposed murderer, a large crowd 
of the curious had gathered at the south 
etvtion in this city, but little opportunity 
was given them to indulge their curios- 
ity, for the quartet were quickly In a 
carriage and being driven to police head- 
quarters. At the latter place a small 
«.nny of newspaper men were watching 
lor their coming, but beyond getting a 
good view of the suspect^ they got lit- 
tle for their pains. 


The prisoners were n'ot permitted to 


fconverse with anyone. They were first 
taken into the chief inspector's office and 
booked, and then they were closeted with 
Assistant Chief Inspector Dugan for an 
hour, during which time it ia presumed 
they were obliged to undergo a severe 
ordeal of questioning and cross-ques- 
tioning. 


During the time In which the two sus- 


pects ran the gantlet of the newspaper- 
men, 
the nerve and coolness of Cham- 


pion was plainly evident. He appeared 
wholly indifferent to hia surroundings, 
end once or twice asked questions of one 
of the officer^ as unconcernedly as could 
be imagined. His face was thin, but 1 
bronzed by exposure to the sun, while 
tis hands were darker than his face. A 
Email, black mustache and dark hair 
end his height contributed to establish 
the very striking verification of the pub- 
lished descriptions of the supposed mur- i 
derer, with which this section of the | 
country has been flooded. Champion's ! 
•wife looked pale and sallow. Of the two, j 
she showed the more nervousness, al- j 
though she was a great d«al more col- 
lected than a woman in her position 
vrould naturally be expected to be. Thera 
5s no formal charge against her as yet, 
but she will be held until matters are 
cleared up. 


Although Champion Is wanted by the 


local police for his supposed connection 
•with the brutal assault upon Harold 
Pools, A sailor lad, in this city some two 
•weeks ago, as well as by the Maine au- 
thorities for the West Newfield murder, 
no warrant has yet been issued for him 
In the former case, and, as Deputy Chief 
of Police Hanscom said, it is possible 
that none has as yet been issued against 
him for the latter crime, although one 
may issue a/t any time. 


The prisoners were locked up in th? 


Tombs, and will be held until their com- 
plicity in or entire innocence of both 
crimes can be assured beyond a reason- 
able doubt, and no efforts will be spared 
to make the investigation as thorough 
as it is possible for skilled detectives to 
make It. 


After a two hours' examination of the 


prisoner, Chief Inspector Watts this 
morning gave out a synopsis of the 
statements made by the prisoner. The 
latter acknowledged that his name was 
George Champion, and that he was at 
the Goodwin farm last Sunday night, 
having gone there, he says, to escape 
officers whom he thought were endeavor- 
Ing to arrest him on suspicion of having 
Committed the assault on Harold Poole, 
Jn Boston, several days before. 


He said he reached Newfleld Thurs- 


day at 4 p. m., and remained at the 
Goodwin farm until Sunday night at 9 
o'clock, when he walked to Union vil- 
lage, some 16 or 17 miles. He had $7 or 
$8 m money, but said he preferred to 
•walk, so that nobody would see him. 
When he left the Goodwin place, Mr. 
Good/win and the housekeeper, he said, 
were In the kitchen. Scott Goodwin, the 
boy, had gone to church, and had not re- 
turned home-, while Fred Bertsch, who 
lived some distance away, had not ar- 
rived at the farm. He had talked with 
Mr. Goodwin about the suspicion's 
against him in the Poole case, and Good- 
win told him that would be all right, and 
that the housekeeper, Mrs. Home, would 
also be all right, but he advised him to 
eay nothing to Bertsch about it. It waa 
because he did not wish to meet Bertsch 
that he left the Goodwin farm that night. 


He reached Union village at 3 o'clock 


Monday morning, and stayed at the sta- 
tion until the first train for Somers- 
o'orth arrived, and reached the latter 
place between 7 and 8 a. m,, then took 
the train for Boston, where he arrived 
about noon Monday. He went to the

While the American marines, acting In 


concert with the marines of other na- 
tions, may be able to protect the Ameri- 
can legation at Pefein and all the fugi- 
tives who have gathered there, it is Im- 
possible to extend aid to mission posts 
far from the capital, and stern demand 
•will be made upon the Chinese govern, 
ment for the apprehension and the pun- 
ishment of the murderers atTsunHua, as 
well as the safeguarding of the surviving 
missionaries, Messrs. Hopkins and Hay- 
nor and Miss Croucher, the Boston wo» 
man. Especial fear is entertained for 
the safety of the latter, as she is not 
mentioned in the Tien Tsin dispatch. 


In official Russian quarters' the ru- 


mors that the empress dowager has 
sought a ref U'ge at the Russian legation 
In Pekin are discredited, and are re- 
sented as a bit of inspired Intrigue de- 
signed to create the impression that 
Russian sympathies are with the anti- 
foreign element. It is pointed out that 
Russia's course has been marked by the 
utmost reserve, for while it would have 
been possible at any time to land large 
forces In China, the Russian force act- 
ually landed has been comparatively 
Insignificant, mainly for the reason that 
Russia desires to be wholly free from 
any imputation of ulterior designs. 


It was stated in diplomatic quarters 


that the Belgian secretary of legation 
at Pekln, who was attacked by a mob on 
Monday, was probably Philip May, 
formerly with the Belgian legation ia 
Washington and quite prominent in 
social and official circles here, as his post 
of late has been Pekln.

. One of the Europen powers, which 
one It is not disclosed, assures the other 
•western powers that the Chinese for- 
eign office declares the empress dow- 
ager will not object to the landing of 
foreign troops. This comes as a sur- 
prise since it was believed the empress 
was in sympathy with the movement 
against the foreigners, and in the 
light of recent events it must he ac- 
cepted with caution. Every act of the 
empress has favored the "Boxers," 
and the choice of Prince Tuan, father 
of the heir-apparent and himself a 
noted anti-foreign influence, to be head 
of the foreign office is not the least 
among the recent indications of the 
government's foreign oppositiofn. 
If 


the empress and her ministers have ar- 
rived at the point where they are will- 
Ing to say they have no objection to 
the presence of foreign troops it may 
be guessed that there is some deep 
reason for it. This statement would 
Indicate non-opposition to foreigners 
on the part of the government, and 
were that the government's real posi- 
tion a far stronger hand would have 
been laid upon the "Boxers." It is just 
possible that a silly hope of practical 
foreign retreat in face of the anti- 
foreign agitation has been dispelled 
and that in its stead has arisen a fear 
of the government's downfall, particu- 
larly since the publication of the ap- 
peal to the powers in the Interests of 
the Imprisoned emperor, Kwang Hsu. 
Oriental duplicity has no limit.

"-relief for etarvingr India and in a letter 
eays: 


The Boston committee of one hun- 


fdred, which was recently organized to 
Ifurnlgh Immediate relief for the starv- 
ing in India, is glad to report $5000 al- 
ready received. The executive com- 
mittee has organized and taken fiteps 
Ifor an Immediate and energetic cam- 
paign. The Boston committee places 
its literature for distribution, collect- 
ing cards, and all Its laclllties for re- 
-«eivlng and transmitting funds, freely 
e,t the service of the people of New 
England. It earnestly hopes that, with- 
out delay active measures will be taken 
toy all interested in the cause, to insti- 
Itute local relief movements, such as 
citizens' mass meetings, union meet- 
ings in the churches and personal ef- 
torts of every kind. Governor Frank 
!W. Rollins of New Hampshire is vice 
'chairman of the committee, and great- 
ty interested in the prosecution of this 


At the meeting of the executive com- 


mittee Samuel B. Capen presided, and 
Jt was voted to issue the following 
statement through the press of Boston 
land New England: 


Famine, from lack or rain, Is now 


ensiling sixty millions of our fellow- 
beingB. At this moment, death threat- 
ens one-sixth of that number. Thou- 
sands are perishing each twenty-four 
hours, and the woe has not yet reach- 
fed it» worst. Face 'to face with even 
*uch horror* still stand countless little 
children, and women, and men, whom 
food will save. Thank God our relief 
may almost instantly reach them by 
tfabie. 


What, then, shall we do? what will 


y«u do? Throughout the famine dis- 
tricts are 
relief 
agencies, efficient, 


trustworty, economical. Hundreds of 


. American mlaslonarles of all denomi- 


nation* — our own heroic fellow cltl- 


• zcns— are facing suffering and risk in 


this work of pure philanthropy. They 
red larger supplies. Surely such sup-

agencies for the uplifting of the people 
lot India not be at all lessened.

It was probably revenge, inspired by 


Chinese recollection of the late war, 
that prompted the killing of the Japan- 
ese diplomat at Pekin '.Tuesday. How- 
ever, it wag an act that will measur- 
ably tend to increase the difficulty of 
the present unfortunate situation. Ja- 
pan may not yet he able to c(xercise 
that restraint which characterizes the 
European powers in periods of great 
stress and she may be incensed by such 
acts to a point where she will seek 
immediate reprisal. Already she has 
ordered a small fleet to Chinese waters 
and has hoped the powers will not 
misconstrue her action. A hasty move- 
ment on her part might require some 
curbing by the other powers involved 
and this would lead to a straining of 
relations that would be quite serious at 
the present and not promising for the 
future. 


In our view, the question of imperial- 


ism will become the dominant issue of 
this year's campaign, as the salver 
question became the dominant issue of 
the last national campaign. The vot- 
ers are more eager to pass judgment on 
this new issue than to any other. This 
ought to be the case. Its importance 
overshadows every other matter, just 
as in 1864 the question of sustaining 
Lincoln's war policy overshadowed 
every other. A strong popular approv- 
al of President McKinley's policy at 
this stage would strengthen him for 
carrying to its legitimate consequences. 
Disapproval would arrest his policy or 
modify It in. essential particulars.— 
Boston Herald. 


This is true. And the logical conclu- 


sion of McKinley'a policy is peace, 
prosperity and enlightened progress in 
the United States of America, Porto 
Eico and the Philippines. Who is go- 
ing to arrest or modify it? Not Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan and all the popu- 
lism the fruitful west ever grew. 


"Boxers" is a rough-and-ready trans- 


lation of the three Chinese characters, 
Romanized as E Ho Chuan, meaning, 
in bald literalness, "righteousness, 
harmony, fists." They are the men who 
smite righteously, on behalf of the true 
harmony which exists between heaven 
and earth. They would exterminate all 
who do not take the Confucian theory 
of the universe. Foreigners, with their 
strange doctrines and religions, their 
outlandish ways and fearsome magic, 
have disturbud this harmony. The 
men that smite with "the righteous 
fist" propose to set the universe in or- 
der by driving out the hairy-faced, 
blue-eyed aliens. One knowing the 
condition of things in China wonders 
neither at the frequency of riots nor at 
the rapidity with which vast crowds 
can assemble under fanatical and big- 
oted leaders. 
Peaceable and law- 


abiding citizens are suddenly trans- 
formed into yelling and 
infuriated 


monsters of destruction. The average 
Chinaman lacks the power of thinking 
as an individual. He acts in mobs and 
hordes. Ignorant of the commonest 
facts of science, such as our children 
are familiar with, he is credulous to 
an extent which it is hard for us to 
conceive. Seeing the foreigner's won- 
der-working engines, machines, lenses, 
medicine, and surgery, he imagines 
him gifted with magical and malevolent 
powers. Being as credulous as they are 
ignorant, the populace need only a few 
shrewd fellows 
to play upon their 


fears and to arouse their superstition 
and fanaticism. Hence the rapid rise 
of the Boxers, who have spread over 
the northern provinces and threaten 
the very stability of the government. 
Whether, as usual, this mighty mass of 
bigotry and fanaticism will melt away 
before the onset of the determined men 
of the went, or whether, like a prairie 
fire, it will sweep over the empire and 
probably overthrow the effete dynasty 
in Fekln are questions which no man, 


at the present moment can answer. 
Unfortunately, the disturbed district la 
pretty thickly dotted with American 
mission stations. The imperial troops 
sent to face the Boxers have flown like 
chaff before the wind, or have openly 
joined their enemies* It may be that 
as unexpectedly as Uncle Sam walked 
into Cuba and the Philippines, he may 
now be called on to take a hand In re- 
building China.—Leslie's Weekly.

Committee on Cities 


NO OPPOSITION EXPECTEI 


Matter 
May be in Shape to Bring 


Before City Council at July Meet- 


ing. 
Other Legislative Matters, 


Veterans Preference Bill 


The legislative committee on cities 


reported in the house yesterday after- 
noon the bill authorizing this city to 
take the old North Church street cem- 
etery for a public park, and to borrow 
outside the debt limit to purchase land 
on the street to go in to the park. 


The bill reported is the second draft 


that was given the committee at the 
hearing in this city, to be substituted 
for the first draft, and. the provisions 
of which have been published in this 
paper. 


It is not expected that there will be 


the least opposition to the bill in the 
legislature, and it will in all probability 
become a law within the next two or 
three weeks. The next step will be 
to bring the matter uefore the citv 
council for iinal action on making use 
of the terms or the bui, the vote some 
time ago having- been simply to petition 
the legislature. If the bill is passed 
and signed in time this matter will 
be brought before the July meeting of 
the council. Otherwise It will go over 
to the August meeting. 


If the city should vote at onqe to 


go ahead in the matter, the work could 
not be completed before next year, as 
the converting of the property into a 
park is a matter of time after work is 
begun. 


Under the provisions of the bill the 


Colegrove heirs will have recource to 
the city council for damages, and if 
the council's decision is not satisfac- 
tory, would take it to the superior 
court. 


There were several other matters of 


interest in the legislature. 
No de- 


bate occurred on the bill to extend the 
veterans' exmption to the soldiers of 
the Spanish war. An amendment of 
Mr. Brig-ham of Marboro, to make the 
bill include all who enlisted ip the 
credit of the state, was adooted. and 
the bill was passed, to be engrossed by 
rising vote of 42 to 35. No one asked 
for a roll-call or raised the noint of no 
quorum, as the vote indicated. 


The house, by a large majority, re- 


fused to reject the bill to make 60 
hours a week's work for county em- 
ployes. 


The senate defeated the house bill for 


an inheritance tax by the overwhelm- 
ing vote of eight yeas to 18 nays on 
ordering to a third reading. Senator 
Tolmah said the only way to make 
some men patriotic ib -x> make them 
dead, and -warmly advocated the bill. 


Fllchburgr Lease Bill 


The ways and means committee of 


the house g-ave a hearing yesterday on 
the bill which has been reported by 
the committee on railroads for a Tease 
of the Fitchburg railroad to tne Boston 
and Maine railroad. 


President Lucius Tuttle and "William 


H. Coolidge represented the Boston and 
Maine, George R. Torrey the Fitchburg 
railroad, and Samuel J. Elder the Hut- 
land railroad and Dr. W. Seward Webb. 


The hearing was devoted mainly to 


the effect the lease would have on the 
treasury of the commonwealth by rea- 
son of the sale of the 50,000 shares of 
common stock of the Fitchburg held by 
the state, to the Boston and Maing 
railroad for $5,000,000 of S per cent. Bos- 
ton and Maine 50-year bonds. 


Mr. Elder agreed that the trade was 


an excellent one for the treasury of the 
state, but claimed it was a bad one for 
the people of the commonwealth, be- 
cause it wooild cause the amalgamation 
of two competing lines to the west. 


On the other hand, President Tuttle 


said that experience had shown that 
railroad consolidation meant lower 
rates and better service for the public. 


Just before the hearing closed Presi- 


dent Tuttle asked the committee to act 
as expeditiously on the bill as possible, 
for the reason that the lease which has 
already been voted on by the'Fitch- 
burg, goes into effect July 1, and if the 
ratification shall not be granted ISy the 
legislature before that date, the matter 
may be complicated and fall of its own 
weisrht. 


At the conclusion of the hearing the 


committee went into executive session, 
and considered the bill, the evident in- 
tention being to get It immediately be- 
fore the house. 


Body Shipped to Montreal 


The body of Frank Eager, the Bos- 


ton and Albany brakeman, who was 
killed in Pittsfleld by being run over by 
a train Tuesday morning, was shipped 
last night to Montreal, Can. The 
young man had been employed by the 
Boston and Albany road for about 
seven months. 
He was formerly a 


brakeman on the Boston and 
Maine 


railroad, running out of Boston. His 
parents have died during the past year, 
but he has a sister who lives in Mon- 
treal.

UMVERSALISTS IN CONVENTION 


Close of Winchester Association Melt- 


ing at Adams Today 


The closing sessions of the Win- 


chester association of 
Universalist 


churches were held in Adams today. 
The attendance was not large, but the 
addresses were of much interest The 
morning session opened with a con- 
ference en the subject "Is church going 
a lost art," in which it was decided not 
to be so. Rev. Alice K. Wright of this 
city delivered an address on "Present 
tendencies in religion," which she char- 
acterized as away from creeds and to- 
wards practical work. Rev. Nathaniel 
Seaver, jr., of Pittsfield, spoke on "The 
liberal opportunity." 


Then followed the business session, at 


which it was decided to hold the con- 
vention in 1S01 in this city. The follow- 
ing officers were elected: President, 
Rev. 
O. I. Darling of Adams; vice- 


president, Rev. W. D. Potter of Shel- 
turne Falls; secretary-treasurer, H. A. 
Bowen of Shelburne Falls; trustees, 
Mrs. W. G. Cady of this city and Mrs. 
R. F. Burget of Cheshire. 


This afternoon Rev. Alfred E. Wright 


of this city gave a most interesting ad- 
dress on Sunday school work. 


The convention sermon was preached 


at last evening's sej^om by Rev. Dr. 
A. J. Canfield of Brooklyn',-*!. Y., whose 
topic was, "Things done away with, 
and things that remain." He said, 
among other things, that slowly, but 
surely, all things provisional, partial 
and imperfect or; capable of being im- 
proved upon, are done away with, and 
evermore the new is developed' out of 
the old. During the last half-century 
a vast change has come over the whole 
Christian world (regarding religious 
dogmas. This change has been brought 
about by no designated resistance to 
old forms of faith, but through the ne- 
cessary influence of certain wide open- 
ings into new and larger realms of 
thought. 


Startling discoveries in science, a 


better acquaintance with ancient relig- 
ions, freedom to investigate all sub- 
jects, the rise of the daily newspaper, 
facilities for travel and intercommuni- 
cation have expanded the human mind 
to an amazing- extent in every direc- 
tion. This emancipated and expanded 
mind seems to refuse further allegiance 
to the church as a sacred institution, 
and here steps in our liberal church or- 
ganization. We do not look upon the 
church as an ark, a lifeboat, or a hos- 
pital, but as a school; or better, per- 
haps, an army for action. 


This is, of course, a very different 


view from that of medieval ecclesias- 
ticism, so d'fferent that when we ap- 
peal to our thoughtful friends, who 
have broken with the old superstitions, 
some of them tell us mat, having re- 
moved themselves out of sympathy 
with the historic church, they can see 
no reason why they should unite with 
any other. There is much honesty in 
this decision, but if in absolute good 
faith we feel that we are Christians 
and rejoice in our relations 
to the 


church universal, the historic church, 
however some of its members mav car- 
ry themselves towards us, then we 
have a dignified position and a strong 
one, 
as I think, and -we can maintain 


at witth candor and calmness, and 
without any coldness toward friendly 
agnostics and pure theists, who chose 
to take a different course. 


The Universalist church is mostly 


confined to this continent. 
It haa 


250,000 members, 1100 parishes and 
"800 


clergymen, who are united in one great 
council, constituting the representa- 
tive body of the denomination. In this 
sense the Universalist church is about 
the age of our national government, 
which it resembles in its constitution. 
In no historic or theological sense is 
the Universalist church Protestant, It 
never having- broken away from any 
Catholic church. It T?elieves that char- 
acter is the final product of all religious 
discipline and training, and stands by 
the side of all churches and all men 
who are trying to make the world bet- 
ter.

NEARINGJHE END 


Reed Murder Inquest On 


Again Today With Five 


Witnesses 


ONE MORE SESSION EXPECTED 


After Which Inquest May Be Closed. 


Chief Kendall of Fitchburg One of 


Today's Leading Witnesses. 


Seme New Testimony. 


Another session of the Reed murders 


inquest was held today in the district 
court room judge's office. There weru 
five witnesses during the day, much of 
their testimony being simply a re- 
statement of facts that have already 
come up. 


It is now expected that there will be 


one more session of the inquest, to be 
held some time nfl(xt week, at which 
time the inquest will be finally closed, 
and the entire case presented to the 
attorney general for his decision as to 
future action. 


Three of today's witnesses were of- 


ficers, Chief Kendall of Fitchburg, who 
was chief here when the 
crime oc- 


curred, Captain. Jones, who was tKe 
first officer to reach the Vsuse after 
the murders were discovered, and De- 
puty Sheriff Frink. All three testified 
as to the condition of the house and 
barn after the murder, and as to the 
work which was done on the case im- 
mediately. 


Most of their testimony had been 


given at least in part before, but it 
was the desire of the officials to have 
their statements recorded in compact 
form, so that its value could be deter- 
mined in connection with the theory 
on which work is now "being done. 


Mrs. 
Moore of Clarksburg testified on 


one or two facts of minor importance. 
The fifth witness was a woman whose 
name the officers declined to give out. 
It is understood that her testimony 
contained some new evidence, but what 
it was in regard to would not be stated.

BMote exploit of the little 


At Catnbl».

Perhaps tlie most thrilling and pic- 


turesque Incident of tiis entire Philip- 
pine war occurred at Catubig, on tbe 
island of Samar, where -on April 15 last 
a party of 31 enlisted men of Company 
H, Forty-third infantry, held at bay a 
force of some GOO insurgents for four 
days of the fiercest fighting, re-enforce- 
ments arriving just in the nick of time. 
The war department at Washington 
has received reports from Capittiu n. 
M. Day and Pir-t Lieutenant J. T. 
Sweeney of the 
orty-tbird infantry, 


the latter commanding the rescue par- 
ty, giving all the details of the attack, 
the siege and the relief. 
<, 


According to these reports the at- 


tack on the garrison at Oatubig began 
without warning on Sunday morning, 
April 35. From the hills on all sides, 
from every point of vantage in the 
town and from a deserted church di- 
rectly adjoining came a rifle and can- 
non fire of terrible intensity. 
On 


Tuesday morning handfuls of burning 
hemp were thrown into the barracks 
from the insurgents in the church, and 
soon the soldiers' refuge was on fire. 
All efforts to subdue the flre failed, 
and finally the little band made a dash 
for the river bank. Some were killed 
before the bank was reached; others 
fell dead In a boat in which they were 
attempting to make the opposite shore, 
and when a trench was finally dug 
with bayonets there were only 16 of 
the 31 left to man it. Here for two 
more days Corporal Carson, handling 
his men with the judgment of a vet- 
eran, held out under a terrible fire un- 
til Lieutenant Sweeney's command, 
which had been ordered to re-enforce 
the garrison at Catubig and was on its 
way up the river on the steamer Lao 
Aug. arrived. Not until within a quar- 
ter of a mile of Catubig, says Lieuten- 
ant Sweeney in his report, did they 
hear the noise of the engagement. Then 
he reatized that he and his men were 
sorely needed and ordered the captain 
of the steamer to run his boat at full 
epeed. The Lao Aug steamed up to 
Catubig under a rain of Mauser bullets 
from both shores. 
The small boats 


were lowered, a landing was effected, 
and the rescuers fought their way 
through the open to their besieged 
comrades in the trenches, buried the 
dead within reach, brought back to the 
boat the besieged party, numbering 
now only 13 men, and then steamed 
down the river.

SUNSHINE FOR BACILLI, 


Iowa Pbyeidaa'a New Method of 


Curing Consumption. 


HUHBBEDS HAVE BEEN HELPED. 


UgKt »n« tbe Bay* «f ttwr Son U»edi 


by Dr. Kline In Treatment of the

That consumption la a curable dis- 


ease is the assertion of Dr. J. W. Klme 
of Fort Dodge, la., the results of 
whose investigations with the tubercle 
bacillus are now commanding the at- 
tention of the bacteriologists of the 
country. Dr. Klme has been conduct- 
Ing a series of experiments for the cure 
of tuberculosis for many years, and the 
conclusions at which he has arrived, to- 
gether with his methods of treatment, 
are about to be given to the scientific 
world, says the Chicago Record. The 
novel feature of the claim is the meth- 
od of treatment of tuberculosis pa- 
tients, by means of which Dr. Kirne 
claims that all consumptives not en- 
tirely prostrated by the terrible disease 
can hope to be rid of the germ pest and 
restored to health and vigor. The treat- 
ment or tonic consists of sunshine ap- 
plied to the body or diseased portions 
by means of a reflector, and the treat- 
ment is known by the name of "photo- 
therapy." 


It has long been known that light, 


and especially sunlight, is the most 
powerful bacterlcWe, and for this rea- 
son strong light Is always excluded 
from bacteriological laboratories. In 
the treatment of consumption, Dr. 
Kime says, no agents evolved of the 
laboratory are needed if the remedies 
of nature are properly'utilized. Presh 
air and sunshine are the first of all 
remedies in the treatment of tubercu- 
losis. The solar rays increase the func- 
tions of both plant and animal life, and 
the value of It In localities best adapt- 
ed to its use are much greater than gen- 
erally imagined. This is due largely to 
the germicidal action of the sun's rays. 
The opinion among bateriologists is al- 
most unanimous that the solar rays are 
highly efficient as germ killers, not on- 
ly of the tubercle bacilli, but of nearly 
all other micro organisms as well. 


In his experiments Dr. Kime made 


use of the actinic rays of the sun. He 
has been able to show by experiments 
on animals that the actinic rays pene- 
trate deeply into the tissues of the 
body. This was done by photograph- 
ing jipon solio paper placed in the ab- 
dominal cavity of the rabbit. The pa- 
per was distinctly blackened. 
The 


rays also have been made to penetrate 
through the adult wrist. His theory 
was that the germ" destroying power of 
the rays continued1 almost to the limit 
of penetration, and thls^tvas later con- 
firmed by repeated experiment. 


Sunlight—even direct sunlight—upon 


the parts affected is not sufficiently 
strong to be of special value as a bac- 
tericide. It Is necessary to condense 
the sunshine, as it is only .when the 
light Is coucentrated in such a way 
that it contains as many blue, violet 
and ultra violet rays as possible that 
its germ destroying properties become 
powerful enough to be used thera- 
peutically to advantage. It Is the vio- 
let and ultra violet rays that are the en- 
emies of the tubercle bacillus, and to 
use them effectively and yet omit the 
beat rays a curious compound reflector 
Is used by Dr. Kime. It is 30 inches in 
diameter, and each part is set at such 
an angle that the sunlight falling upon 
the whole reflector is focused at a 
point eight feet in front of it upon an 
area six inches in diameter. This mul- 
tiplies the sun's rays about 20 times 
and covers an area of 28 square Inches. 
That the maximum of the chemical 
rays and a minimum of the heat rays 
may be thus focused the reflector is 
overlaid with blue glass. The violet 
rays are thus made use of and the red, 
green and yellow rays excluded. The 
reflector is then placed at the proper 
angle, being mounted on a tripod 
stand, and is capable of being moved 
In any direction. 


The usual time of treatment Is 30 


minutes, repeated on alternate days, 
and never longer than eight months 
have the treatments been necessary, a 
restoration of health occurring within 
that time. 
Out of the hundreds of 


cases successfully treated by Dr. Kime 
the majority have been perhaps of lu- 
pus, which have responded readily to 
the condensed' bath of sunshine. Tu- 
bercular pntients the seat of whose 
disease was In the lungs have been al- 
most equally helped, and it is safe to 
say that with new discoveries and ex- 
periments a large number of consump- 
tives now despairing of life may hope 
for complete recovery. The great ad- 
vantage of this treatment lies in its 
simplicity, admitting of its use by poor 
and rich, without travel or expense. 
Of course with the treatment is pre- 
scribed a -tast amount of fresh air and 
as much exercise out of doors as the 
Individual patient is able to stand. 
Consumption, says the doctor, cannot 
stand against fresh air and sunshine. 


Cuttle by Electricity.

The services of an at- 
tendant are entirely dispensed with.

and corpulency a Japanese dinner IB a 
tedious experience, especially when 
he's used to business lunches and the 
like. But it IB worth trial and dis- 
comfiture If one is fortunate enough 
to be the guest of a rich man, for in 
Japan hospitality to one'of th« cardinal 
virtues. 
f 
Western customs and usages have 


found their w*y Into many homes of 
the wealthy, whose dinners and 
lunches are the counterpart of those 
with which we are all familiar. But a 
real Japanese dinner, Including chop- 
sticks, lacquer trays and tiny cups, IB 
a thing never to be forgotten. 


Japanese houses are made up of slid- 


ing screens instead ol our solid parti- 
tions and In summer are all leftopen, so 
that, seated at dinner, one looks out 
over the gardens, seeing the lights of 
the city In the distance, and the scent 
of a thousand flowers blows In with 
every breath of air. 


The guests remove their shoes on 


entering the house and, except when 
provided with a pair of cotton over- 
shoes, must spend the evening In 
stocking feet unless happily the host 
has an extra pair. The wife of a Jap- 
anese gentleman does not preside at 
his table unless there are ladles In the 
party, but appears with the tea and 
sweetmeats, which always precede a 
dinner, as do our cocktails and sherry, 
etc. She merely greets the guests and 
appears again only when the goodbys 
are said. 


Silken cushions are scattered about 


the floor and the guests are arranged 
according to rank, for the Japanese 
are, of course, great sticklers for form 
and ceremony. Little tables, some six 
Inches high, are placed before each one 
and barefooted waiting maids in grace- 
ful and prettily tinted kimonos bring 
In lacquer trays 'with several tiny cov- 
ered bowls. 


Before leaving the trays on the 


tables they set them on the floor, and, 
dropping on their knees, make their 
best bow, touching their foreheads to 
the floor. Chopsticks take the place 
of knives and forks; but, unMke our 
weapons of attack, are made of wood. 
They are never used twice, unless fam- 
ily heirlooms, when they are of carved 
Ivory of the most exquisite workman- 
ship, as are also the lacquer trays, 
bowls and cups. 


The host sets an example by remov- 


ing the covers from the tiny bowls, and 
the guest, dqtfng likewise, finds an as- 
sortment of food quite new and gen- 
erally most distasteful. Mustering up 
much skill one attempts getting the 
food on chopsticks from the tables to 
one's mouth. The first few times most 
of It falls on the floor or on one's lap. 
The wretched sticks wabble and cross 
each other as If focused. 
When al- 


most desperate, the good host is apt 
to come to the rescue by suggesting 
lifting the bowla, and, with the aid of a 
chopstick, shoveling the food to, as 
one would potatoes into a barrel* 


In each course there are half a dozen 


dishes, and the host tells what they 
are. First, suimono, a bean soup; 
knchitori, chestnuts boiled and crushed 
Into a mush; kamaboko, fish picked 
fine and rolled into little balls and bak- 
ed; sashlmi, raw fish cut Into thin 
slices and covered wjth Ice. This la 
dipped Into rich sauce called soy, and 
Is really very good. Little cups of 
warm sake, the native brandy made of 
rice, are served with each course. Nap- 
felns and bread are unknown quan- 
tities. 


The second course Is a small flsh 


boiled whole. One has a chance here 
to get In some fine play with the chop- 
sticks—umani, bits of fowl boiled with 
potatoes or lotus roots, a salad of on- 
ions, peas and string beans, with a few 
leaves of lettuce; sunomono, sea snails 
served with eggplant maehed, and cna<- 
roan mnshi, a thick soap made of fish 
&nd vegetables, with mushrooms for a. 
relish. 


The third COOTS* 90 a curry of rice 


and picked vegetables, and for a fourth 
and final course you have sobo, a sort 
•»f buckwheat vermicelli served with 
soy and a sweet liquor called mlrin; 
fihiruko, rice cakes, seaweed and con- 
fectionery of all sorts, which are very 
sweet and tasteless. 


During the dinner each guest rises 


and proposes the health of the host and 
one other guest until the whole party is 
disposed of. This custom is rather 
hard on the guests, for sake is fiery 
stuff and goes to one's head more 
quickly than our own brandy. To 
make matters worse, after one has 
drank the health of all the company it 
is customary to drink the health of the 
waitresses, who bow their foreheads to 
the floor in acknowledgment 


At the close of a dinner the tabako 


bon, a tray holding a hibachl with live 
coals in a cone of ashes and a section 
of bamboo for an ash receiver, Is put 
before each guest, and cigars and ciga- 
rettes are passed around. When all Is 
over, one feels very hungry, stiff In the 
Joints and, if the dinner has been a 
large one, very much in need of a stim- 
ulant—Boston Transcript 


MOBILIZATION. 


of tbe Indian* »»d 


•aohunett* a Notable Feat. 


The feat of commissioning and mat-" 


Ing ready In every respect for sea the 
two battleship* Indiana and Massa- 
chusetts Inside of 40 hours' time Is 
claimed by well posted officers to be 
equal to the best showing of foreign 
services 'in recent years, says the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Post The two warships were prac- 
tically stripped of stores and carried 
only a small supply of coal in the bunk- 
ers. .The record fells to show au ex- 
act comparison between the commis- 
sioning of these -two ships and similar 
work on the part of British dockyard 
establishments. 
In every instance 


where the time for commissioning 
British ships is given the dockyard au- 
thorities had previous notice, and in 
some Instances the intimation to bo 
prepared for mobilization orders was 
given three mouths ahead. 


During recent British naval maneu- 


ver preparations 33 ships and torpedo 
boats were commissioned and were a» 
the point of rendezvous in five days* 
time. 
Preparatory orders, however, 


were issued fully two months in ad- 
vance. In the matter of coaliug the 
best showing made in the 1893 maneu- 
vers, during which period special pains 
were put forth to attain speed, was 
made by the Majestic, when that ship 
took in 125 tons in one hour'u time. In 
8% hours this eame vessel took on 
board 796 tons. The Magnificent in 9% 
hours took in 870 tons and the Resolu- 
tion in 8% hours 745 tons. In the case 
of the Indiana and the Massachusetts, 
besides the matter of provisions, more 
than 300 of the crew of each craft had 
to be 
transported from 
Hampton 


Roads and Boston to Philadelphia. If 
tbe crew was available, another ship, 
it is said, could be commissioned as 
rapidly as the two battleships— tho 
cruiser Atlanta, now in the Brooklyn 
navy yard and lyiug "in ordinary." 
The difficulty in obtaining crews is tha 
great stumbling block, it is pointed outi 
In effecting a hasty mobilization oi 
laid up United States ships. The en- 
listed force authorized by law is be- 
low the number necessary to man all 
tbe vessels built and building.

Decision That tbe Supreme 


Court Couldn't Alter. 


In the .good old days when Judge 


Qaalin srft upon the bench in a district 
that comprised ' the western half of 
Nebraska, the rustler, the horse thief 
and the killer abounded. Judge Gaslin 
was aware that there was but one way 
to rid the country of these pests, and 
that way was to make it too hot for 
them. Accordingly Judge Gaslin, when 
one of them was put on trial, admitted 
evidence that was sometimes "incom- 
petent, irrelevant and immaterial," but 
as it was generally true that if the 
prisoner was not guilty he had been 
guilty of something equally bad Judge 
Gaslin let it go at that and clinched 
the prisoner on general principles. The 
result was that the supreme court re- 
versed a good many of the judge's 
cases. 


During these perilous times an atro- 


cious murder was committed in Adams 
county and the perpetrators were soon 
captured. The evidences of guilt were 
plain, and the two prisoners were soon 
pronounced guilty and sentenced to be 
hanged. But as several notorious char- 
acters had recently been allowed to es- 
cape by the supreme court, the people 
of Adams determined to forestall any- 
thing of that kind by quietly lynching 
the prisoners. The two men were tak- 
en from the jail and hanged to a rail- 
road bridge east of .town. 


The bodies were left hanging to the 


briri-je, and neat morning Judge Gas- 
lin sauntered out that way to take a 
look. He -gazed on the swaying bodies 
for a1 few moments without saying a 
word. Then he turned to a friend and 
remarked: 


"I sentenced those two fellows to be 


hanged. That1 s one decision that In- 
fernal supreme court won't reverse." —

JAMES MEAD PLEADS NOT GUILTY 


Denies Charge of Assault. Not a Strik- 


er or Member of Union. Strike 


Situation 
Unchanged. All 


Trains Watched 


An arrest wag made tEis morning 


in the assault case of E. C. Forbush, 
the cutter at Millard's shoe shop who 
was struck the other evening-, and wBo 
claimed it w.as the work of strikers. 
James Mead, son of John Mead, learn- 
ing that there was a warrant out for 
his arrest on the charge of assault and 
battery, sent word that he would at>- 
pear in court this morning1. He did 
so, and the warrant was served there. 


Mead was charged with disturbing 


the peace and with assault and bat- 
tery- 
He pleaded, not guilt to both 


charges and the cases were continued 
till Saturday for a hearing. Ha was 
held under bonds of $100 on the charge 
of assault and of $50 on the charge of 
disturbing- the peace. 


Forbush claimed in making the com- 


plaint that he could identify the man 
who struck him, and was escorted to 
the court room from the factory this 
morning by the apecial officer whom 
Mr. Millard. is paying for such work. 
He was not called on to testify, how- 
ever. 


Mr. Mead, denies emphatically that 


he was the man who struck Forbusli. 
He says that he was with several men 
that evening1, one of whom got into an 
argument with Forbush, but that he 
left when they began to have words, 
and was not present when the assault 
was committed. 


Mr. Mead is not a striker, not being 


a shoe worker or member of the union. 


The strike situation remains as yes- 


terday, no word having been received 
from the state board of arbitration, or 
Mr. Millard In answer to the rer>ly sent 
by the union to Mr. Millard's first pro- 
posal to the board. 


The strikers are maintaining- all vigi- 


lance in regard to incoming shoe work- 
ers* but report that the number coming 
to the city is not as large as it wad 
some days ago. The chairman of Ihe

committee 
requests 
tn~at 


strikers and strike sympathizers keen 
away from the railroad station at train 
times, unless they have business there, 
as the work of those whose duty it is 
to watch the trains arfe sometimes 
handicapped in their work, and the 
presence of a crowd- of the strikers 
might result in unpleasant incidents. 


A sight that has interested mar.v 


daily of late is the escorting of several 
of the new workmen to and from their 
boarding place by a special pojlce of- 
ficer, a thing- that the strikers regard 
as an attempt to create sympathy for 
the shop, since they say no attempt 
would be made to molest the men.

Docking of Horse's Tafl Costs Stock- 


bridge Man $100 


Dr. H. C. Haven of Stockbridge was 


fined ?1GO yesterday on a charge of 
cruelty to animals in docking a horse's 
tail. A similar complaint was made 
against Henry D. Sedgwick, also o£ 
Stockbridge, but he was found not 
g-uilty. Dr. Haven, who was repre- 
sented by Lawyer Joyner, took an ap- 
peal. 


Both men were before the District 


court in Great Earnngton, the com- 
plaints being issued by State. Agent 
Anderson. Dr. Haven's defense was 
that he did not violate the statutes al- 
though he admitted the docKing. 


Mr. Sedgwick, being a lawyer, did not 


have counsel. He claimed that he pur- 
chased the horses at the American 
horse exchange in New York and the 
docking of the tails was done without 
his knowledge or consent.

Bandmaster David Parker of North 


Bennington 
died yesterday at 
ms

concert the night before. 
Near the 


end of the concert Mr. Parker an- 
nounced a selection for the band to 
play, and it was noticed that he acted 
strangely, as if dazed 
or about to 


faint. His son,' who stood near, asked 
what the matter was, but the leader 
made no reply. He was assisted to a 
seat on. the stand, and Dr. Gleason, who 
happened to be in the audience, was 
called. He found that a blood vessel 
had burst iivthe brain. Mr. Parker was 
removed to his home and did not rally 
or regain consciousness until his death. 


The rupture was probably caused by 


the pressure on the brain in playing a 
difficult cornet accompaniment a few 
moments before he was stricken. Mr. 
Parker had been leader of the band 
for several years. He was a fine musi- 
cian and was highly respected in the 
community. A wife and three children 
survive. ,

PRESIDENT OF IMPERIAL SCHOOL 


Recognized Head of Movement For 


Introduction of Western Ideas, 


and as Such Likely to Prove 


Victim of Attack 


The troubles resulting from th'e up- 


rising cf the Koxers in China at th«j 
present t'mc have a peculiar pe-.iorwl 
interest for Rev. W. L. Tenney of this 
city, from the fact that his brother, 
Ktv. Charles D. Tenney, is located in 
Tien Tsin, which is now surrounded by 
the Boxers, and believed to be the 
point of chief danger for foreigners. 
Mr. Tenney is president of the. Im- 
perial university there, and 
as 
the 


official head of the recognized inst'tu- 
tion of progress, is in one of the posts 
of the greatest danger. 


Rev. Mr. Tenney has not heard from 


his brother since about three -weeks 
ago, the letter having been written be- 
fore the troubles began. At that time 
the latter said that a proposed visit to j 
this country, in the course of which he 
( 


was to have visited this city, hal betr. , 
postponed from June till July, since 
the Chinese government wished him to | 
biing to this country a 
party 
of j 


Chinese students to take courses :n j 
American universities. 
| 


There is a very large fore'gn popula- ' 


tion in Tien Tsin, and Mr. Tennsy lives ' 
in the foreign quarter. His rotation 
with the Chinese officials has always 
b'fn most friendly, and the institution 
so far has not suffered, but grave foars 
a<:e expressed that if the Boxers o'lould 
irvade the city, the university would 
be the first point of attack, with the 
president as a person to be gotten out 
o. the way if possible. 


It is understood that the foreigners 


there have armed theimalves and 
formed a military organization simi- 
lar to one formed during the war with 
Japan, at which time Mr. Tenney was 
a member of a rifle corps. 


Mr. Tenney, who is a graduate of 


Dartmouth college, went to Cliini in 
1882. 
For several years he conducted 


a school, and then became tutor to the 
three sons of Li Hung Chang. When 
the latter was received into royal 
favor, and at the close of the war with 
Japan, a university for the education 
of natives for official positions, with 
western ideas and scientific instruction, 
was agitated and started, and Mr. Ten- 
r.ey was made its president. 


Kev. Mr. Tenney of this city is anx- 


iously waiting a letter from his brother 
giving some account of their situation 
there. It was at Tien Tsin that the 
marines from the Newark were landed, 
but there is strong probability of con- 
tinued trouble in the vicinity. 


Whether the visit to this country this 


summer will have to be given up now 
or not is not known until a letter is 
received. Mr. Tenney has not been to 
this country since 1882, and has a wife 
and three children. 


Another man in whom there is much, 


local interest is Dr. Chauncey Good- 
rich. The rumor that the North China 
college of the American board at Tung- 
cho, near Pekin, with which he is con- 
nected, had been looted by the Boxers, 
was received with great regret in re- 
ligious circles. This college is located 
just outside the city wall of Tungcho, 
14 miles from Pekin, and is almost in 
the center of the mission field. Rev. 
Dr. Chauncey Goodrich, who is a mem- 
ber of the faculty, is a native of Hins- 
dale, and a graduate of Williams col- 
lege. He has been doing missionary 
work in China since 1865.

A very quiet wedding was solemnized 


yesterday afternoon in "Wiliamstown 
when Lamont Rich and Miss Ethel 
Rich both of this city, were united in 
marriage. The wedding ceremony was 
performed by Rev. E. C. Farwell at the 
home of Daniel Wells. The couple left 
immediately after the ceremony for 
Brant Rock where Mr. Rich has a cot- 
tage and where they will remain for 
some time.
